How will such 
villiculties be met after an interruption of all prosperity like the doings 
fthis and of next year? Will not every inconvenience of our rule be 
still more severely felt, and so a state of things favourable to discon- 
tent be perpetuated in the disturbed provinces ? ‘These are considera- 
tious which must co-exist alongside the reflections excited by good or 
bad military news, and independent of the latter. When India has 
vased to be a battle-field, it will still be the greatest question of the 
day. After the interest of au Eastern Crimea, we shall have the in- 
icreat of an Eastern Ireland to occupy us.

This, we think, should be the political advantage taken of the re 
volt, and on no other terms can the prolonged agitation cansed by it 
be made up for. We cannot afiord to bestow all our time on the 
East India Company. At present the sufferings of their servants have 
taken a deep hold—most properly and naturally—of the feelings of 
the country. But when British life has been made sa‘e, and the British 
flag made triumphant by a national effort, we shall expect something to 
pay us for giving precedence so long to this, over other national affairs.

We give generals credit for nsing their common sense, 
like ourselves, and biding their time, when that seems the proper 
policy. Accordingly, we are willing to wait, in the hope of seeing 
that the Delhi pear is plucked when duly ripe. 

The brilliant little actions—of Montgomery at Alleyghur, of Kyre 
at Sasseram—are not to be paesed over without a welcome. At least, 
they keep up the moral présfige of our army, which is of immense 
importance, and hinder the accumulation of any single great force 
uader the banner of the rebels. ‘The scattered mutineers, it seems, 
rezularly make off to Delhi—which is, for our purposes, the best 
thing they can do. Those from Oude, who are threatening Allahabad 
and Benares, have Outram and his forces—and the reinforcements 
above-mentioned apart from theee—to face; and we may expect to 
hear a good account of them.

The latest intelligence from Agra is to the 25th of Angust. All still in 
the fort, and the general health good. Nothing particular had occurred 
except an expedition to Futtehipore Sukree, and another to fatrass, wiycl 
larter defeated the insurgents, but was not strong enongh to re cecupy 
Allyghur. The Furruckabad Newab was s»id to be on the road between 
that place and Cawnpore with three regiments of mutinous infantry, and 
one of cavalry ; he would be dealt with by General Havelock’s column, after 
the relief of Lucknow. On the weserting of Goruckpore by the civil 
Officers, a Chueklader from Oude took possession, Anarchy and con- 
fusion arose in the district, ane Chumparun was consequently in some 
danger, as mentioned above. Azimghur and Jounpore have been occu- 
pied by the Goorkhas, who marched from Goruckpore with the civil 
officers. 

NATIVE STATES—THE PUNJAB, 

The mutineers of the Gwalior Contingent, joined by those from Indore 
and Mhow, reckoned at 4,500 infantry, 900 cavalry, and 30 guns, were siill 
believed to be at Gwalior, held in check, it is reported, by Seindia, The 
political agent, Major Maeoherson, writing from Ayra onthe 7tho: August, 
expresses a confident belief in his loyal and friendly attachment to us. Le 
peace of Bhopal was imperilled by the open mutiny of the Contingent. All 
the Bund] cund chiefs continurd to behave well; as also the Newab of 
Josxooh und the petty states of Dhar-Dewass, &e.; none having openly 
| revolted excent Anjhera In Rajpootana, the native chiels were quiet, and 
Apparently true, Tne conduct of the Nizam’s Government at Hyderabad 
was admirable. The Moturran festival passed off without any commotion 
or disturbance whatever, Puttiah and al his Sutlej chieis continued in 
active and zealous co-operation. Goolab Singh, of Caslmere, died on the 
2nd of August; his successor is, as he was, our staunchest adherent, 

Intelligence frown the Panjab has been received to the 15:h ot August, 
The Punjab and Cis Sutlej 8 ates were quite tranquil, Large loc il irvies 
were being raised to supply the place of the reinforcements gone to Delhi. 
Goolab Singi, of Cashmere, before his death, promised seventy-five lies 
to the Six per Cent Loan, and about twenty were expected in Cis Sutic). 
“Tt will, probably, draw nearly a crore, which is the estimated want.” 
| The cisarmed 26th Native Iniantry, at Lahove, murdered their com- 
manding officer on the 30:h of Julv, and broke away from the cantonment. 
The troops sent in pursuit took the wrong road, but the mutineers were 
foliowcd by the police and the people of the country, and in the first days 
of Angust were either destroyed or captured and executed ; hardly a man

The 51st Native Infantry mutinied at Peshawur on the 29:h of Augus'. 
By the me oti ed the mutiny was completely crushed. Murinies o! 
part of the 10th Light Infantry at Ferozepore and of a portion of tie 55° 
at Hozura have in lise manner been promptly suppressed. 

At Neemuch part of a squadron of the 2ud Bombay Light Cavalry 
mutinied on the 12th of August, aud the troopers were disarmed. 

A smail portion of the 5th Irreguiar Cavalry had mutinied at Buisu'- 
pore. 

The remainder of the Joudpore Legiou has mutimed, but no furticr 
| outbreak has occurred in the Bombay army.

“We had enou+h otto and grain for some days of short allowanes, and 
a yood deal of water for ourselves, but, owing to the shortness of our no- 
tice, noting but the barest necessaries coull be brought in, and the Sikhs 
had only a tew days’ water, but, as we expected the rebels to be followed 
up immediately, we had not much anxiety on thar score, 

“Oa Monday, the 27tu of July, about eight a.m., the insurgent sepays, 
the whole of the 7in, 8h, and 40:h Native (nfantry, arrived in the station, 
an, having first released the prisoners, rushed to the Collestorate, where 
they were at ones joined by the Nujeebs, and looted the treasure, armount- 
ing t0 85 000 ruvees. This did nov take long, and they then charged our 
bungalow trom every side; but being met with a steady and well-directed 
fire, they changed their tactics, and, hiding bebiod the trees with which the 
compound is fi led, and occupying the out-houses and Mr. Boyle's residence, 
which was un/ortanately wi hia sixty yards of our fortifieation, they kept 

ling fire on us during the whole dey. Every en- 
“cavour was made by the rebels to induce the Sikhisto abandon us; heavy

We also 
broucht in the one guy which thes had lett on the top of the opposite 
house. During the whole siege only one man, a Sikh, was severely 
wonuded, though two or three vot scratches and blows from splinters and 
bricks, Everybody in our garrison behaved well.” 

low the garrison was relieved is thus described by Captain L’Estrange : 
—* When we came on the rebels, we found that they had assembied in im- 
mense force, and the woods for miles around us seened to be swarming 
with rebel sepoys | Major Eyre imnedia'ely fired some rounds of shell 
among the enemy who were tn our froni, and [sent a skirmishing party 


under the command of Captain Scott, to drive the rebels out of the woods, | 


A imile further on we found that the Bunhejunge bridge had been com- 
pletely destroyed by the rebels, who had there concentrated their fore 
and were determined to dispute our further advance. 

“Finding that the reconstruction of a bridge in free of such a large force 
of the enemy was impossible, and that the river could not be forded, we 
wade a tlank movement so as to gain the railway embankment on our 
right, and thus proceed direct to Arrah. 

“The enemy immedintels left their position behind Bunhejunge bridge, 
and proceeded ina paralle! direction with us. They kept up their fire on 
us, but the ground being ‘avourable for our skirmishers, who were jndici- 
ously led by Captain Seott, no great difficulty was experienced by our force 
w.til we arcived within about 300 yards ot the r embankment. The 
ground here being very svaich vroken, and as we were unable to get the 
gans on to the railway line, the rebels clearly saw the difficulties we had 
to eneonnter, and made certain of our complete destruction, Notwith- 
standin jjor Eyre having onened on the enemy with shell and round 
shot, and although our skirmishers made excellent practice with their Ku- 
field rifles, stilb no impression could le made on the rebels, who advanced 
in large numbers and came rushing on to the mouth of the guns. 

“Tn the wood on our ieft,an immense boay of the rebels had assem- 
bled aiid poured a tremendous fire upon our fine, the left of which with 
two guns ocenpied a ‘tope, and the right was close up to the railway 
bank under shelter of some brick-kilns and other sort of cover, 

“Onur tine was then about 300 yards in length, and the enemy came 
pouring down upon us in large numbers. At this time we were in immi- 
nent danger, when Major Eyre ordered us to charge the enemy, This 
movemeut was perlectly successful, and our line advancing at the charge, 
the mutineers fled from the woods, trom whence emerging Major Eyre 
opened on them with grape, and the enemy clerred off in all directions,”

THE LOSS OF THE TRANSIT. 

AN officer who went out in (hat most unhappy ship, the Zransit, sends us 
some sketches illustrating the final disaster; and from a letter written by 
another officer, we learn the particulars of her iate. The letter is dated 
from the island of Banea (220 miles from Singapore), July 12; and in it 
we read :— 

“The casualty took place at half-past nine a.m. on the l0th ; she struck 
on a suuken rock two miles from a reel, a portion of which is discernible 
at low water, and eight miles from the mainland; the sea was like a 
mirror at the time. ‘The commander, Captain Chambers, and the master, 
were onthe bridge; the ship was steaming slowly, about four knots, and 
the leadaman had just ealled out nine tathoms. We had not at first anv 
just conception of the extent of the danger, but hoped that by throwing 
all the guns overboard we could possibly get her off. About five minutes 
elapsed, and [ was proceeding along the troop deck to visit some sick men 
and officers, when I saw the water rushing with great violence along the 
floor of the engine-room, and in aLout another minute the fires were ex- 
tingnished. [Tran forward and ordered all the sick men out of the fore- 
castle, that they might be at haud in case things turned out badly. On 
my reaching the poop it was evident that she was settling down on her 
stern, ieaning a little to the starboard; and, though the soldiers worked 
like lions at the pumps, the water rose to the troop deck and rushed into 
the saloon and cabins, Meanwhile efforts were being made to secure 
some biseaits, pork, and rum, which were passed on to the forecastle, as it 
was evident that the ship sould be abandoned. 

“While the soldiers were thus oceupiea under the direction of their 
officers, the ship’s crew were getting out their boats, and in about (wo hours 
they were all lowered, It took this lengih of time to effect this, as the 
heavy boats were midshins and fhe Transit was fearfully undermanned, 

“The first bout lowered was despatched with the S-eoud Licutenant to 
Aminto, a Duich settlement sixteen miles off te solicit assistance and a 
despatch bout to proceed to Singapore for a vessel to take us trom this,

“The remamder of the boats were now ready. ‘The first embarked were 
the sick, a company of the 90th, and a company of the 59th, and they were 
inded on ihe reel, ‘They tad to be landed there, as, if they proceeded to 


the island, those on the stip would in all likelihood have sunk before the 
the boats, These were four times filled before all on the ship 
were in safety. ‘The ship's crew, who were the last to leave, went at once 
to the island, and the boats then made three trips to the reef for those of 
us who were on it. [t was dark before all were landed. This was not 
attained too soon, as the roek on which we stood gradually became covered 

y the rising tide, and was totally hid from sight before the last of us had 
reached the land. 

“Save the clothes in which we stood, everything was lost, except the 
lirelocks of the soldiers, which they carried with them, It was impossible 
to save the knapsacks, 

“Thirty tons of powder, all the shot and shells and small-arm ammuni- 
tion, all the stores, the medical comtorts, commissariat tents and baggage 
—in fact, everything has been lost. ‘The vessel, however, has not yet sunk, 
though under water from the funnel sternmost, and split in half’ both on 
the port and starboard, The rock on which she split holds her securely 
until a gale of wind shall scatter her to pieces. 

“Nothing could have been more truly heroic than the conduct of the 
men ; it was splendid, and worthy of antiquity, or shall I say of the British 
soldier? When first the crash came, all the men on the troop-deck made 
a rush to the gangway; but Major Burnston (90th) ordered every man 
back to his mess, ‘This command they instantly obeyed, though the ship 
was trembling like a frightened child, and they could hear and see the

water gradually rising to their feet. Had this order not been given and 
obeyed, no biscuit or pork could have been saved; and when at last the 
men were ordered on the quarter-deck to embark, there was no rushing or 
confusion. ‘The first party moved off, and the remainder stood at ease 
with the order and precision of a Sunday parade, though they could see 
Some who could secure nothing else, 
succeeded in securing their Bibles; and this morning, in the presence of 
the wreck, we returned thanks to that Almighty Saviour to whom we all 
feel indebted for our safety. 

“We have much to be thankful for. Had there been a rough sea, the 
ship must have gone to pieces, and it must have washed off the reef those 
who could have reached it. Thank God! we are all alive, well, and ona 
very beautiful island, abounding in fresh water, pine-apples, cocoa-nuts, and 


bananas. This day the pork and also some sails were secured, and we are | 


all under canvas, 
“Lf we had not been so close to the shore, not a third of our number 
could have been saved. From the hour we left Portsmouth we were in 


danger, as ow leaving the dock the fan of the screw, which had not been | 


raised, came into collision with the dock. The fan was ositively broken, 
and the concussion caused a leak aft which could not e stopped. The 
Transit, except the wind was on the quarter or beam, would not answer 
her helm; the sais did not fit her, and were very old. On the 22nd and 
23rd we lost the foresail, foretopsail, the mainsail, and maintopsail. The 
maipyard, made of indifferent timber, broke in half like a rotten stick, and 
one of the plates of iron of which the ship is built broke in two below 
water-mark. 1 need not tell you that it was almost impossible to prevent 
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the vessel from foundering ; indeed, had the gale not abated nothing could 
have saved us. You cannot conceive the extent of the danger. It may 
help you to do so when I tell you that on the 24th we pumped out of the 
wretched ship six hundred tons of water. Six hundred tons! 

“T believe there is not a soul among us who did not thank God for our 
being wrecked where we were, as if we had proceeded to the Chinese Seas 
and met a typhoon, or even a heavy gale of wind, the 7ransi‘ must have 
sunk, andall of us been lost. For my own part I esteem it a most merciful 
occurrence, 

“There is no doubt that we shall all have the sympathy of the people 
of England. 1 trust they will be not only merciful, but be as they ever 
| are, just, and not hastily blame the captain or the master. It may not be 
right in a landsman to pronounce an opinion, but, as I have now had 
some experience, I can safely assert that no two men could have displayed 
more vigilance and anxiety—I might say painful anxiety—from the hour 
| we left Portsmouth. They knew what we did not—our fearful danger, but 
| always displayed so mick cheerfulness as really to lead us at times to 

imagine that she was the finest vessel ever floated. 
“T have saved my writing-desk and Bible, and others a few trifles. I 
| have lost to the value of almost £200,” ’ 
Some provisions were afterwards got out of the wreck. The engraving

TueRe is no harbour at Hast- 
ngs, and no commerce, The only 
ships that unload here are colliers, 
which bring coals for the town and 
neighbourhood. These colliers are 
driven on to the beach by the tide, 
unloaded, and return to sea when 
the tide again rises. It is not a 
safe process, for if a storm comes 
whilst the vessel is a-ground, a 
wreck is the consequence. Hast- 
ings once had a harbour, but in the 
reign of Elizabeth it was over- 
thrown by a violent storm, and has 
never been rebuilt. Huge stones 
and rows of ragged piles show us 
where the pier once was. A sur- 
vey was made some years ago, and 
there seemed to be some chance of 
a new pier enclosing a capacious 
harbour being erected ; but the ex- 
pense was too formidable, In short, 
though the inhabitants were anxi- 
ous to have a harbour asa refuge 
from storms, they did not like the 
necessary preliminary of “ raising 
the wind.” To return to the fisher- 
meu, of whom we have something 
more to say. Everyone who has ob- 
served them must have noticed that 
they are a distinct class, mingling but 
little with the other inhabitants of 
the town, and not only different in 
their habits, dress, and manners, 
but in their physiognomy from the 
peasantry of the district, This is 


probably owing to their clannish 
mode of living. They do not asso- 
ciate much with the townspeople ; 
they seldom marry out of their own 
class, and they rarely bring up their 
children to any other employment 
than that of fishing. Most of the 
families have been settled here for 
centuries. This is proved by the 
fact that many of them bear the 
same names that are found in the 
borough documents two or three 
hundred years old. They are not 
particulariy tall, but strong and 
well-made ; and they have none of 
that stupid, stolid, depressed look 
that characterises the agricultural 
labourers, Universal report at Hast- 
ings tells us that they are remark- 
ably steady, sober, and industrious 
in their habits; and that though by 
the precariousness of their profes- 
sion they are often “ thrown upon 
the rocks,” they never despair. 
They have amongst themselves an 
imsurance society, which pays part 
of the cost when they lose their 
nets, and aided by this, when a 
catastrophe comes, they quietly and 
Without complaining begin the 
en again ; and like the old 
Bargeman, in Marryatt’s novel, 
take it eoolly, and hope for better 
uck next time.” But look! here 
: an old fellow past work sunning 
umself on the beach ; we will get 
into talk with him, and he shall tell 
Us about old times.

“Why, if anything was the matter, the chaps ashore used to flash some 
powder in a large pan; and that we called ‘fishing off? If we seed this, 
we rowed back and waited for another night, or perhaps we rowed a little 
way aloug the shore to look out for a ‘spout light” whieh was a strony'sh 
light held at the land’ard end of a piece of piping, so as to show a light 
out at sea but none on Ivnd. You understand 2” 

© Yes—very clever that.” 

“ And then when we saw that, we rowed to it and landed the stuf. I 
remember when there were nineteen ships, and some on ’em schooners, 
that used to come as regulr to the bay as these here colliery.”

CHE CASTLE 


RUINS. 


They are situated on the summit of the We-t Hill; and if hey were a 
little more perfect they wou d form a very pieturesque object. The origin 
of Hastings Castle cannot be ascertained, Sime will have it t it was 


built by the Romans, but there is no evidence in Hystings nor in the ruins 
themselves that this is the fact. William the Conqueror ordered a castle 
to be dug here, but it is most likely that this only means that earthworks 
were to be thrown np. When William began to reward his followers, he 
oave the castle, honour, and rape of Hastings to one of his knights, the 
Karl of Ea; but trough “castle” is mentioned in the gra ,it probebly meant 
only the site or the fortification, or some remnant of a ‘former building. 
The Earl of Eu most likely built this castle, whose ruined mins cop 
hill, to detend his new possessions, ‘This is our conjecture, and it ly quite 
as likely to he correct ax any other. Que thing is however quite certain— 
that there was forages a strony Norman castle here, tor hore are its ruins;

Withiar the ei- 
closure, the grounds are new Joic out sure ehat tastetully ; wid as there 
pre summer houses and seats, it is 1 niee place to go to on Wet days. ‘Ph 
principal attraction, however, of the Castle Thidlis net the ruins, but the 
glorious sea view that you get from the top, and also the view of the 


country and the long line of houses stretching eway through St. Leonara’s. 
Our time tor a visit to this spot was the touc of sunset. Nothing eau be 
coveeived more grand than the view from hence, when the sup goes Cown 
in fiery solendour behind the range of hills that ends in Beechy Ilead, We 
have seon the calm sea like a luke of liquid gold aud every dirty little fish 
ing bout that sat upon its shadow shore as if its hull were just fresh from 
the gilder’s hands, and its sails of the most brijjiant-bued silk. Stowly the 
bright gold would resolve into a rose colour ; twen ito a delicate pink ; snd 
lastly, the shadow of mght, as we were watching, silently stole over the 
whole, and nearly hlotted out ail from our si But alter waiting awhile, 


the scene again chav ged; for then the moon -- 
© Rising in clonded majesty, at length, 
Apparent Queen, unveiled her pe ress light, 


And o'er te datk her silver mantle threw,” 

The rising sun from this peiat must bea tine sight; but we never 
rose sufficiently early to see that—not, however, that we dc precate early 
rsing, like Christopher North aud Charles Lamb: nor do we beheve with 
Thomas Hood that— 

“We that’s fond of carly stirring 
Must be a spoon.” 

Itas not philosophy, but habit, that keeps us in bed. From this Castle 
Hill several objects of altraction may be pointed out, Tloltugton Chureh, 
which lies about three miles north-west of HLascings, is oniy remarkable 
for its secluded situation, which is in the middle of a wood, and has no 
human habitation within « quarter of a mile ol it. 

OLD ROAR 

is about two miles north-west. ‘This lion is now living upon its reputa- 
tion, An old Guide Book, dated 1797, tells us th it is a fall of water 
in the middle of a thick wood—a smuil stream, wh ch, rising a considerable 
distance off, runs unnoticed till it errives at a rocky precipice in the wood, 
over which it falls perpendicularly about forty fet into a basin below ; ” 
and that, “after long heavy rains, a large body of water tumbles over with 
a fremendous roar, which is heard half a mile off” Now the thick wood 
is a mere coppice, and the roar, even after long and leavy rains, i8 a very 
small roar indeed, very much like what Bully Bottom, the weaver, promised 
his lion’s roar shoald be— Twill roar yon as any sucking dove: I will 
roar ai ’twere any nightingale.” Nevertheless, 'he place is pretty enough, 
and the walk there, like all walks in the neighbourhood of Hastings, very 
pleasan'.

of them several times than any other ouce.’” Not a word is said of the differ- 
ence of expense.

EXTENSIVE SMUGGLING OF ToBACCO —Nine seamen, belonging to the Hov- 
rood steamer, plyiug berweeu Rovterdau and Leith, were brought up beiore the 
mavistrates of Leith last week, on a charge of being found on board a ship, in 
which the custom-lhouse officers liad found a large quantity of smuggled tobaceo— 
twenty-six packages, each weighing twenty eght pounds. On hearing the evi- 
denee, the magistrates were of onion Coat the parties were cognisant of the 
suiuggling, tie tobacco bei g in the forceasile where they ate and slept; and 
tined them each im the penaity of £100—tuling payme tu be imprisoned 
durug the Queeu’s pleasure. A tenth sailor was eparately charged, found 
vuilly like the othere, and had the same penalty cuforeed against him, All the 
defendants were sent to praon. The o#nersof the sip had to lodge a deposit 
with the Custom House betore she was allowed to leave the dock. 

WorkinG o¥ THE Scorcn “ Liquor Law.”—Niven ond Stewart, tro 
Edinburgh police-constables doing duty in plain cicthes, who tad long 
been employed in watching houses suspected to sell spirits without lier 
have rather eeded their outy. Instead of merely watcuing for iutractions of 
the Act, they entered into x schewe with the wife and sister cf Niven to entrap 
a shopkecper into a sale of syirits, an so procure aco viction. The two cur 
siabies were charged with sabornation of perjury, and the two women weil 
perjury. Niven and bis wife failing to »ppear, » arrants were issued fur theis 
apurelension, and ther batl bonds for £60 each were forfeited. Neil Steau: 
and Rose Ann Niven pleaded Not Guiity, but the jurv uoxnimously found t! 
former Guilty of subornation of perjury, and Niven of perjury; but by a bw 
najority they recommended the latter to the leniency of tke court i respect of 
her youth aud te intlaence brought to bear upon her.

The girl, alarmed, ran behind a pump which “as in the kitchen, just ag 
the voy fired; and though most of the charge was lodged in the pump, a cou- 
siderable portion took effvct in the girl’s arm, Stannard was given into the cus- 
tody of the county police. 

FaraL Co.Liexy ExpLostons.—An explosion took place at the Butterley 
Compaiy’s New Coiliery at R piey, Derby stire, on the 5th instant, when two 
men were severely burnt, On the loll sing day, the ground bailiff went down 
the pit to ascertain the state of the workings; the gas again became ignited, and 
burnt one poor fellow very seriously. Early in the moruing of the %th instant, 
another and more terrible explosion took place: this time nine men and two 
boys were vreatly injured. A new suit of flanuel which one of the suiferers wore 
was completely burnt to a cinder on his body, and a valuable pony was literally 
roasted alive. One of the injured men died last Saturdey mornimng.—At the main 
pit at Higham Common Colleries, near Barnsley, there was an exp! sion on Wed- 
hesday week. Fortunately, there were but two persons in the pit, who were 
engayed as © cupola” attendants, and these were drawn out auve, and only 
shgttly burnt. ‘Ten valuable horses, however, Were a.) killed. 

Rescued FROM MUKpDEeR AND Suictp¥.—Jane Kirby, the wife of a cotten 
spinver of resto, allempted to drown herself aud her hid, aged seven years, 
iu the river Ribble. She was scen to throw herself into the river by a ship- 
carpenter named James Fisuer. ibis noble fellow, who has saved thirteen or 
fourteen persons from drowning, plunged ito the water, aud by great exertions— 
for a high tide was runuing oui strongiy—eucceeded in bringing the walortuvate 
woman to land. He then returned for the chilu, whom be also saved. 

Muepex at WARLEIGH, Sommesrt.—Andrew Border and his wife, of 
Warleigh, Somerset, were stabbed to death on Saturday night by a mau named 
Phomas Millard. The murderer, who is sad to be insane, was afterwards ‘ound 
in the garden with his throat cut and a wound in bis abdomen; his wounds are 
not likly to prove mortal, It seems that Miilard had been excited by some 
one’s saying that he was lke the mau who murdered the woman in Leigh Wood. 

DestituTe NAVVIES AT SKiPTON.— The holiday quiet which othersise pre- 
vatied at Skipton on the fast day, was cisturbed by the appearance in the streets 
of a large body of destitute “ navvies,” demauding food. The contractors lor 
the construction of the Barden reservoir, uear the Wharf, have stopped }ay- 
ment; the works also stopped on the Saturday might, and the workmen, 
more thay 200 in number, to most of whom, it is said, a fortwight’s wages were 
due, were obliged to depart without money. This led to parading the streets 01 
the fastday. A large number of them planted themselves at the parish church 
gates, and awaited the dispersion of the congregation. Accosting a magistate, 
Mr. John James Lousdate, on his appearanee, they demanded food, He imme- 
diately directed the police to atierd to their wants, and the overseers “cre 
induced to grant £5 for their temporary redef and refreshment. It is stated 
that sixty men remained at Barden ns a guard over the horses and other pro- 
perty of tbe contractors, and tiey d red they would be satisticd betore the 
property was otherwise ap ropriated, ul their wages were not forthcoming. 

Tre Meapea NXAR NottinGHaM.—A m n named Jolin Rogers, forty-three 
years of ave, bas been apprehended un suspicion of havi g murdered the boy, 
John Atkmson, iy Nottingham Forest, aud stolen the boy’s beots. It will be 
re ibered that Atkingsun, a ciuid of e1zht years old, was found dead under a 
evidently from sirangniation or suffocation, and lis boots goue.

DISASTERS AT SEA. 

Tue destruct've gales which set in atthe latter part of last week, appear to have 
been severely felt in the Chanvel. They commenced from the N E. and ranged 
tothe SE, with frequent falls of rain. 

arly on Biday morning a lage ship was seen ashore on the Goodwin Sands. 
Boataien went off from Deal aid other places, and on approaching the wreck it 
was ound to be a fine American ship, the A. B, Kimball, of Portland, in the 
United States. She was hound to New York with a general cargo from Sunder- 
lind; she had gone upon the sands the previous night. The w were saved; 
but the ship is a wreck, and the loss is heavy 
At Brighton, the Pilgrim, of Middlesborovgh, ran »ground on Thursd Wy morn 
yon a sand S#r, in front of the Albion Hotel. The crew were in great peril. 
Two lite-hoas put off, and happ ly succeeded in saving the master and cre, 
eight in nuuber, who were treated with great humenits by the authorities and 
inhabyants, {na few hours the Pilgrim was beaten to pieces, 

At Hastings, between pine and ten o'clock on Wednesduy tht, the sloon 
Draper, of Plymouth, struck on the rocks, and Ler crew of five persons all 
perished. They were seen clinging to the mast for some time, and an attempt 
was made to rescue them, but in vain, 

Ou the south side of the Isle of Wight, the Portuenese barque Temerarai, 
hound to Oporte from the re With covls, was driven ashore during the heignt 
ofthe v#le. The shin immediate'y began to break up, and hier commander, 
chiel-mate, and one of the seamen, were drowned About the snmetime an ther 
foreizm vessel was lost at the back of the islind. The ill-fated ship was the 
Spanish bag Neusah Sevora del Carunen, ona voyage from Bilboa to Norw ay. 
She could not weather the gale, and was driven ashore nea Darnsey, bat the 
ces eaved themselves, 

Loser down the chanuel the gale if possible razed more severely. Inthe vici- 
nity of Lyme, to the westward of Portland, several small vessels were wrecked, 
The Glory, belonging to Plymouth, was driven from her moorinys and foundered. 
The Emu of Jersey, and James and Charlotte, were wrecked near the northern 
wailof the harbour. Another small vessel, the Little Gem, of Guernsey, partly 
went on Lucas Ledge, and then ashore. The crews were all saved. The Great 
Western Docks at Plymouth were much damaged. 

The wecounts from the Cornish coast speak of the gale having reached the 
foree of almost a hurricane, Many casualties are reported. 

A fatal loss is reported to have occurred in Carmarthen Bay on Wednesda 
evening. During a heavy squall, a French vessel, loaded, with three red sails, 
drove from her anchorage near Hooper Land and foundered, the whole of her 
crew going down with her. 

The American barque Warden, of Boston, with 450 tons of railway iron, from 
Newport for Havannah, got embayed outside Boggy Point (near Bideford), and 
was totally lost on the S unton or Braunton Sands, on the miorning of Friday 
weck, about two miles «ff the lan’. The captain and three men were washed 
on shore o portions of the wreck, but seven of the crew were untortunately 
vroxned.

The remainder of the 
crew and passengers, together with the captain, thirteen or fourteen persons in 
all, were saved by menns of a rope with a aiding seat. 


Tue Loss or THE Russtan WAR SuiP Ly¥ort.—An official account of the 
logs of the 84 gun ship Lefort, written by the Rear-Admiral Nordmann, says :— 
“It has pleased Provivence L should participate in one of the greatest disasters 
‘iat can happen at sea, and to mski me a witness of the instantaneous and in- 
explicable loss of one of the vessels in my fleet. A few minutes have sufficed 
fora beautiful ship of the line, thoroughiy seaworthy, to be engulfed by the 
waves during a tempestuous night. Nota cry of dis'ress reached us from the 
Scene of the disaster, although we were bu’ four cables’ length distant to winds 
ward. No one survives to explain to us the cause of this unparalleled catas- 
trophe. On the 28th of Angust (September 9), four ships of the Line, the 
luipératrice Alexandra, the Vialimr, the Lefort, of 84 guns, and the Pamiat 
Asova, ot 74guns, # hich were inthe portef vel, received orders to arm and return 
Cronstadt. On the 9th (21s"), at half-past cieven, the vind shifted to the west, at 
‘night to the N.W., aud at four o’ciock to the north, with squals and snow, 
AY day br were near fle island of Grand-Tuters. The fleet was on the 
Sarboard tack, the Lmpératrice Alexandra a little to windward, and the Vladimir 
the wake o: tue Lefort with four reeis in her topsails. At a distance ot five 
mites from Tuters, s¢ tacked. Duri: 2 our manevuvre, the Lefort xppeared to us 
i Wabout to cack; saidenty 2 violent squall laid heron her side.

THE annual meeting of the Society for the Aid of Foreign Missions, held at 
Chester, on Monday, gave the #istiop of Oxford and Mr. Gladstone an oppor- 
tunity to express their feeli ni opinions on the Indinn revolt.

God hes entrusted it tous that we showid hold His peace there—ihat 
we should let his Gospel trave fair play there—that we should try nil possible 
means to convert the people to His truth. I believe, indeed, «e ‘have tried to 
the best of our power to do jistice to these races, But | must Say that Ido 
faith of Christ, we have been habitually,

Regitent oj 3 ul were they, that a few days before, 
the men volunteered to proceedto Delhiagainst the rebel andexpressedthem- 
selves grieved beyond measure at any movement which betokened 2 doubt 
of their loyalty. When the officers of the reginent first left the lines, a 
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subabdar paid a visit to Lieutenant 
Hawes, the interpreter, and expos- 
tulated with him, in the name of 
the regiment, upon the want of 
confidence which they displayed 
he said, “we are 
faithful; we love our good masters ; 
we will protect you; but it gives us 
pain to see you suspect us,” Hawes 
and his wife (who was present at 
the interview) were melted even to 
tears at the simple eloquence of the 
inan, whom they had insulted, as 
well as his fellows, by their un- 
worthy suspicions, There was but 
one course left to take—to return 
to the bosom of the regiment, to 
throw themselves upon the hearts 
of the men, and this course they 
adopted, persuading theother oflicers 
of the regiment and their families to 
follow their example. 

When they returned to the regi- 
ment, the scene which awaited 
them touched the hearts of all pre- 
sent. The men whom they had 
suspected in a moment of narrow- 
minded apprehension, were found 
drawn up to receive their officers 
and welcome them with three hearty 
iinglish cheers. The native officers, 
unable to control their feelings, 
which swelled high, and sent their 
warm Asiatic blood coursing 
through their veins, in defiance of 
all cold rules of decorum and hol- 
low military observances, gave vent 
to the natural and simple emotion 
ot their brave hearts. They flung 
themselves about the necks of their 
Kuropean officers, who had so gen-

erously atoned for their cruel sus- 
picions, and kissed them on both 
cheeks. The reconciliation was 
complete ; confidence was happily 
restored. 

And that same day the native 
officers and men rose, and pro- 
ceeded to the work of massacre ! 

The officers of the 6th were 
quietly at mess that evening, when 
an alarm was sounded and two or 
three musket shots were fired. The 
officers imagined (as it was intended 
they should) that some disturbance 
had broken out in the village, and 
that the faithful fellows were 
now calling on their officers to lead 
them against the rioters. They 
sushed out accordingly, and then 
‘hetaithtul ones immediately shot 
them, one after the other, the band 
meanwhile playing our national 
anthem! Nine poor little ensigns 
—between sixteen and eighteen 
years of age—were bayoneted to 
death within the mess-room ; three 
others escaped naked to the fort ; 
another crawled away after being 
wounded, was agam seized, and 
died exhorting a faltering Chris- 
tian catechist, once a Mahometan, 
never to deny the Lord Jesus. 
Hight other oflicers were shot. 

We print an engraving, from a 
photograph, of the house in or 
near which this massacre was 
pernetrated. 

When Colonel Neill had pacified 
Benares, he made his way to Alla- 
habad, and sternly punished the 
rebels there.

The action which it depicts has al- 
ready been described im a letter 
dated from “Camp, Guznee de 
Nugger.” The British force, about 
1,000 strong, and consisting of & 
detachment of the Rifles, a patty 
of the Carabineers, and half a troop 
of Artillery, on arriving at the 
camp, found that the enemy had 
taken up a capital position in fron! 
of a walled village, and commenced 
operations with some heavy guns. 

he Rifles were ordered forward to 
dislodge them, and threw out « 
company as skirmishers, which 
made some telling shots unde! 
cover of a wall ; while the mai 
body, advancing at the double, 
charged the guns, and driving the 
sepoys into the village, set fire to 
it. Here, however, the mutineers 
seemed determined on making * 
stand, and fought with considerabl: 
tenacity, The impetuosity of the 
Rifles in firing from the houses 0” 
their assailants, and in many !- 
stances even crossing bayonets with 
them, at length succeeded in driviny 
out or killing the greater number 0! 
them ; but about thirty got together 
at the back of the village, and stood 
their gronnd until the whole were 
killed.

In fact, it is a new science, 
thouzh in reality, its objects have been aimed at more or less ciume'ly 


or unconsciously by all lawgivers and leaders of society from the first. | 
I becomes a revular ecience now, because this age is icnd of scierce, | 


and because the need of such an one as this is forced upon na by our 
necessi'ies—our immenre and growing population, and our conpli- 
cated civilised life. Why should it not take its place with the per 
sciences of the day? A labonrer’s cottage is sure:y as interesting au 
object as an aquarinm ; aud a pauper as odd a phenomenon in a philo 
sophical point of view as an E-quimaux, There is a great desl of 
dilettante love of knowledge, and tove of emotion, up and down the 
conntry, which m:ght be more beaithily and worthily employed in a 
science pro’essing to teach the improvement of the social state of the 
peopie than in any study which engages it ai present, How few of 
us know anything about the aubdjre', or have anything like a familiar 
acqnaintance with the ideas and tasies and feeli: gs which prevail among 
the working class, on whom at boitom everything depends ! 

One caution may be wholesomely given to those who profess this 
science, and those who are going to siudy it. Pedantry (which has 
been admirably described by Cariyle as that dangerous sort of dark- 
ness which believes i!seif to be light) is bad in all studies, butit is fatal 
in this ove, Let nobedy forget the difference of material which th's 
“seierce” gives himto work on, It is not flowers nor stones that the 
stucent of “social science ” is to deal with, but men, Anybody who 
goes boring about among the people as if ihey were lumps of s one to 
be hammered on in a “formation,” will only do harm. Be as 
“ scientific” as you please, but be natural and human, end beware of 
too much system. Huherte, a pedantic revard for sysiem, and indif- 
ference to the various, sepeitive, often perplex'ng, character of human 
nature, has too much marked our retormers. He who insists ico 
rigidly on doivg govd only after his pet fashion, will find himself be- 
fore long doing very little good at all.

Exchequer that the ec mmittee highly epprec’ate the motives of his offer, but as 
large funus have been placed at their disposal under certain couditiona, which 
they feel themaclves in a strong position to fulfil, they do not consider then- 
selves Just fied in transferring their charge.” 

The following gratifying announcemert appears in the “Times.” “ We have 

ascertained from the bankers witn whom the ‘Times’ Crimean Fund was lodged, 
that the balance in their hands amounts, with méecest, to £10,908 18s. 6d. 0! 
ths sum we propose to hand over £3,647 15s. 8d. to the Commmittee for adminis 
tering the Indian Relief Fund, with the express understanding that three-/our! lis 
of it shall be applied to the relief ofthe widows and orphins of soldiers who may 
fallin the present war, or of wourded or invalided soldiers who have no oti er 
means of support, The remainder of the balance we pgopose to assign to the 
governors of the new Military Yospital at Netley, for the purpose of provid ng 
xiliavy fund for the general purposes of the hospital.” 
n thousand poands were trausmitted to the Belief Committee of Caleutts 
by the mail which left on the 10:h inst. Atthe same tine the further sum ol 
£1000 was sent to Sir Jolin Lowrence in aid of the fands of the Lawrence 
Asylum. This institution was established by the late Sir Heury Lawrence (8 
we recent'y stated in a memoir of that gailant soldier), who subscrib od £1 00K) 
annnally to its support. The committee of the relief fund raised in Maschester 
have forwarded £5,000 to Caicutta, and £2,500 to Bombay, for distriow! 4 
among the sufferers in those places.

As good examples of the Freuch style of ivory ficure-carving, might be 
pointed out the medallions on a poir of rewarkably handsome goblets in 
silver-gilt (Nos, 14 und 15), for whic h again the Exhibition is invebted to 
the gracious consideration of her Majesty, ‘The figures are in high relief, 
the feet projecting completely over the edge. There are two medallions 
on each, with grougs extremely well conceived and executed, Our drawing 
shows (in No. 14) Mercury giving the apple to Paris, while Cupid holds 
up awreath, On the sice not seen the subject is Minerva, Juno, and 
Venus—Minerva holding the prize, while Cupid is thrown into the back- 
ground. The other medallion (shown in No, 15) is Ino end Hymen, and 
on the cther side is one of Ceres and Flora with the Amorini. The figures 
are about 4 inches high, the total height of the cup being 13% inches. 

The tankurds (18 and 19) also contributed by her Maje-ty the Queen, 
muy be mentioned togetier as examples of good bold carving, withou', 
however, much feeling for beauty; they are both German.
